Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' Representative, Mr. Gordon E. Nelson, discussed in 
particular, claims112 and 119 and that Draper and Jadav and Gupta do not show all of the limitations of Applicants 1 
claims. Mr. Nelson discussed the claims require a distributed database system which includes a first database system 
and a second database system and a redirector which responds to the request when the request includes a specifier 
that cannot be interpreted in the first database system by causing the request to be executed in the second database 
system. It was further discussed that Draper does not disclose any of the components of a distributed databaser that 
references data by means of requests that contain specifiers or that the components of the distributed database 
interpret the specifier as they execute the request and Jadav and Gupta do not show a distributed database system. 
Instead Jadav and Gupta show a static query as an address and their cache cannot be understood to be a database 
system. The Examiner suggested the claim language in Claim 112 would be clearer if written similar to the claim 
language of Claim 119. Mr. Nelson directed the Examiner to page 1 1 of the Specification and explained drawing figure 
3 and how the Applicants* invention performs the steps of the claim limitations. The Examiner stated that she would 
consult with a Primary Examiner in Tech center 2100 a possible allowance of the application. Mr. Nelson agreed to 
submit the arguments officially that had been presented in the interview . 
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
